Washington, Feb. 14.— Control of 


the coal mining industry in the United 
States by a tri-partite federal board 
and establishment of an 
industrial 


code as the basis for the adjustment 
of disputes, between operators and mi- 
ners were proposed in a bill introduc- 
e dtoday in the Senate by Senator 
Kenyon, Republican, Iowa. 


Sponsers of the measure hope that 


its, passage can be effected within a 
few weeks to prevent a natidn wide 
strike in April. 


The board 
proposed by Kenyon 


would consist tof .nine members. And 
"would have,nine members, the public, 
labor and "employers being equally re- 
presented. 


The province of the board would be 


to avert disruption of operations in 
mine fields through disputes between 
managements and labor: to 
adjust 


such disputes and to stabilize produc- 
tion. 


Basic principles recently set forth 


by Senator Kenyon in his speech on 
West Virginia mining conditions are 
embodied in the bill and the board is 
enjoined to make all decisions on this 
basis. They include, first that coal Is 
a public necessity and that in its 
production and distribution public in- 
terest is predominant. 


Human standards should be 
the 


constraining influence in fixing wages 
and working conditions for the mine 
workers," it is provided in the bill. 
Capital is also protected in a clause 
recognizing its right to an "adequate 
return." 


The bill affirms the right to labor 


to organize without interference or 
discrimination from operators or em- 
ployes and 
reasserts the right of 


operators and miners to bargain col- 
lectively through, representatives of 
their own choosing. 


Unorganized miners are cited 
as 


"having the right to work unharras- 
sed by fellow workmen belonging to 
unions," while union men are allow- 
ed to enter non-union fields for or- 
ganized purposes if they do so in an 
orderly manner. The right of work- 
ers to earn a living and the right of 
women to work on an 
equal pay 


basis with men also is reaffirmed. 


Senator Kenyon also .provides that 


children under 16 years of age shall 
be prohibited from mine employment 
The work week is set at 6 days of 
eight hours each 
Punitive overtime 


is ordeied paid for all hours in ex- 
cess of the standard day. 


It shall be the duty of both op- 


erators and emplojes to exert every 
reasonable effort and ,adl>pt every 
available means to avoid interruption 
of operation of any coal mine_during 
disputes,'" the bill provides. "All dis- 
putes shall be considered and decid- 
ed, if possible, in conference between 
representatives to to confer between 
the employers and employes directly 
concerned. If any dispute is not de- 
cMed in such conference, it shall be 
referred to the labor board."

Senator McCumber, of the Senate 


Finance Committee said, "I still be- 
lieve we will have a bonus. I think it 
would have to be raised through some 
sort of a tax." Chairman Fordney of 
the Ways and Means Committee went 
still further, declaring "There will be 
a bonus; the time has come when we 
must say yes or no to our soldier 
boys." 


Meanwhile the following plans for 


raising the money to pay the bonus 
are being discussed, with adherents 
for each: 


1,—;Taking savings which are ex- 


pected as the fruits of the naval lim- 
itation program and paying them to 
the service men. 


2,—Levying a sales tax. 
3,—Issuing of bhprt term bonds, not 


o great as originally proposed, on 
the theory that the President would 
not veto them in the end. 


All three plans have objections.

We may 
wait until those of the older living 
generation pass away before ft very 
marked effect in the habits of the peo- 
ple as to temperance as noticed, but 
the opinions of the younger genera- 
tion will be enforced more strongly 
every year.

April first is the belief of manufacturers throughout the nation 
and wholesalers are \jtrgmg their customers to prepare for a 
tie-up. A bulletin which forcefully argues for a stocking up 
on coal and gives the reason why a strike is imminent, is is- 
sued by C. A. Turner, Mill and Mine Supplies, of Pittsburgh. 
It is headed "A Coal Strike Is Coming" and is as follows: 
' 
"If you are wise you will immediately prepare for a 


Coal Strike of long duration and to commence on April 
1st next. Here are our reasons for warning you, — a day 
laborer employed by a Union -mine gets $7.50 for eight 
hours work while the Non-union mine pays as low as 
•$3.00 for the same • work. 
Most Union "mines are shut, 


down for the reason that coal produced by NON-union 
mines is selling at almost one-half the cost to produce 
in the Union mines. Owners of Union mines cannot profit- 
ably operate until Union wages and Non-union wages are 
the sarne, and, as there is, no possibility of an advance 
in Non-union wages, then Union, wages of mine laborers ' 
will have^to decline from $¥.50 per day to about $3.00 
per day and such a severe reduction cannot be made with- 
out a Strike. Also, the owners of Union mines are going 
to discontinue the 'Check-off' by which the Labor Union 
forces the mine owner to collect dues from the pay envel- 


' ope of each employe and turn it over to the Labor Union 


to be used, perhaps, in prosecuting a Strike against the 
same mine owner. 
Is it-fair-' to make the mine owner a 


collector of money to be^uasaiagainskhimself? 
The Union 


. mine owners realize that Suva's the time for them to force 


a satisfactory working :ag£e,emen,t 'with their men; "never 
before have their chances of -winning a Strike been so cer- 
tain. On the other hand,:the Miners' Union has had every-

battle before accepting the conditions the mine owners 
are going to ask.
